CHAPTER 420.

AN ACT to create section 4560f—11m of the statutes, relating
to the operation of nets in certain waters of the state by the
state fish and game warden.

The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represenled in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 4560f—11m. 1. The state fish and game
warden may operate or cause to be operated fyke, hoop, and
pound nets in Lakes Poygan, Winneconne, Winnebago, Buttes
des Morts, and Little Lake Buttes des Morts and the rivers con-
necting said lakes and in the Fox River in Winnebago county,
for the purpose of taking therefrom, rough fish known as eel-
pouts, dogfish, suckers, redhorse, carp, garfish, and sheepshead,
and in addition to the above named rough fish the state fish and
game warden may take from the waters above enumerated bull-
heads for sale in this state in sufficient quantities that together
with the net proceeds of the sale of the above named rough
fish will pay all expenses of taking the above named rough fish
from the said waters. .

2. The state fish and game warden shall keep or cause to be
kept & daily report of the kind and number of pounds of all
fish taken, together with the priee obtained for all fish sold by
him which report shall be placed on the records of the state
fish and game warden department and shall be open to inspec-
tion by the public at all times.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effeet npon passage and publi-
cation,

CHAPTER 421.

AN ACT to consolidate and amend sections 3908 and 3908x of
the statutes, relating to the conveyance of lands of deceased
persons in pursuance of contract.

SecTioN 1. Sections 3908 and 3908x of the statutes are con-
solidated and amended to read: Section 3908. On the presen-
tation of a petition by any person claiming to be entitled to
such conveyance from any exccutor or administrator, setting
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forth the facts wpon which such claim is predicated, the county
eourt shall appoint a time and place of hearing such petition
and shall order notices of the pendeney thereof and of the time
and place of hearing to be published in a newspaper as provided
in section 4045, at least three successive weeks before the day
fised for such hearing. The last publication shall not be more
than * ¢ * fifteen days before the day so fixed.
